The Railroad Wage Agreement 
The effect of the railroad wage agre* 
men! la to postpone a decision on seals In­ 
creases for a year. 
Railroad labor is to be 
placated in the meantime with dinishlng 
deductions of the IO per cent cut plaoed in 
effect by the agreement of Jan. 31. 1932. 
Instead of deducting IC per cent from the 
the acale, as la now done, only 7 1-2 per 
cant will be deducted from July I to Dac. 
31. 
Another 2 1-2 per cent grant will be 
added from Dec. SI to March 31. Thereaf­ 
ter. the acale will be paid until May I, 1*36. 
Thus, in the course of IO months railroad 
wages will Increase IO per cent from their 
presaul level 
At the eud of that time, labor will be rn- 
calving the scale prevailing in 1*31. Future 
negotiations will be concerned with the 
scale. 
The 
negotiations 
that have just 
besa euded were concerned with decreases 
in the deductions from the scale claimed 
necessary by railroad management to meet 
decreasing revenues during the depression. 
Unlike the labor Question in the automo­ 
bile industry, the railroad issue was found­ 
ed squarely on wages. 
It affected approxi­ 
mately 1,500,000 employes, who had given 
up $210,000,000 annually in the IO per cant 
deduction from their scale. 
Originally, the 
agreement was for one year. 
It was ex­ 
tended and 
the recent negotiations 
will 
bring it to an end in the spring of 1916. 
The question of railroad wages is effect­ 
ed with public interest. 
Railroad labor is 
tha largest group of amployes in th# coun­ 
try. 
Railroad capitalisation extends direct­ 
ly and Indirectly Into the pocketbooks of 
nearly all Americans. The agreement reach­ 
ed shows confidence in the future and a 
disposition to be patient with the arduous 
processes of recovery in a gigantic indus­ 
try.

Its fate depends on political 
turna that cannot be called in advance.

ocrats, and not before. 
Parties

the beneficiaries, not ths 
causea. of political landslides. 
A landslide

Experience 
These are dark days for Ohio's liquor 
monopoly. 
By admitting tom e of the mis­ 
take* it has made the liquor control board 
has made itself vulnerable to criticism. 
Criticism should be tempered by honest 
appraisal of the monopoly's situation. 
Ha 
principal error to date was to anticipate 
a demand for legal liquor that hasn t m ater­ 
ialised. This was an error of Judgment, and 
must not be attacked a* an error of inten­ 
tion. 
One of the reasons for less business than 
was anticipated undoubtedly Is the high 
price asked for the beverages placed on 
sale by the monopoly. 
The liquor control 
board is not at fault In this respect. 
It 
should be commended rather than blamed 
for retrenching early instead of trying to 
support a system too expensive to pay Its 
own way. 
Tha situation ie being used by soma crit­ 
ics to show that the state's monopoly isn't 
working. This is a prem ature charge. Mono­ 
poly was advocated in full realisation of 
the fact that it would run Into difficulties. 
So tar no insuperable difficulties have pre­ 
sented themselves. There has been trouble, 
bat there would have been trouble under 
any other plan. 
If, after a sufficient trial, 
monopoly can be proved unworkable, then 
will be the time to urge another method. 


Highlights in Ohio History 


O H IO A N D T H E V E T O P O W E R . 
By J. H. G A L B R A IT H . 
For Just a hundred year* Ohio lived un­ 
der constitutional provisions that gave the 
governor absolutely no control over legisla­ 
tion. His influences was limited to the mak­ 
ing of recommendations to the law-making 
body in his regular and occasional mes­ 
sages, which might or might not be com­ 
plied with. The state was formed in 1802 
and it was in 1902 that the people adopted 
an amendment submitted by resolution of 
the legislature, giving the governor a limit­ 
ed power of veto. General A rthur St. Clair, 
the territorial governor bere, asserted his 
right to absolute veto power and of tbtrty 
acts of the first session of tha legislature, 
eleven fell under that assumed authority of 
the governor. It made a breach between the 
legislature and executive departm ents of 
this territory that Increased year by year. 
The people of the state were so exasperated 
by this use of the veto that the first con­ 
stitution prepared by them, omitted such 
power entirely, 
aud 
antipathy 
to 
such 
authority was still so strong In HBI, when 
the new constitution was adopted th at it 
JHI acate kapt oat.

Two 
of 
Jesus 
closest 
women 
friends were Mary and Martha, sis­ 
ters of Lazarus, ‘a native of Beth­ 
any.’ Mary, the younger of these two 
girls, appears in three marked inci­ 
dents in the New Testament. She is 
presented to us as an earnest listen­ 
er to the teachings of Jesus in her 
home. For the sake of these teach­ 
ings, she had left Martha in the midst 
of household cares. This incident is 
the one which impresses most of us 
today, and leads many to believe 
Mary was the more devout. 
However, to me, the most import­ 
ant is the third incident, the anoint­ 
ing of Our Lord at Bethany. 
This 
happened six days before the Pass- 
over which has been made memor­ 
able by 
the 
association 
with the 
death of Jesus. Jesus had taken the 
five hour journey to spend the Sab­ 
bath with His friends. 
He arrived 
about sundown. Lazarus, ‘who had 
been dead’ had invited in His closest 
friends and the disciples to dine with 
them. Martha was there to minister to 
His temporal wants and Mary, in her 
peculiar way came to give her tribute 
of adoration, anointing 
her Master 
with “Spikenard’. 
This action was 
bom of woman’s graceful piety, an 
inspiration of enthuiastic love. 
Freedom, naturalness, 
heartiness 
and simplicity are the elements that 
make acts of warship beautiful. With­ 


out these no art of music or oratory 
can make God’s worship 
beautiful. 
Mary of Bethany had these four char­ 
acteristics and gave them freely to 
her worship. 
Martha, the mistress of the home, 
is a very different lady than her sis­ 
ter. There can be little doubt that it 
was she whose voice gave most fre­ 
quent greeting to our 
Saviour; her 
hands that ministered to His wants, 
and made Him welcome to the gen­ 
erous cheer of her well-stored larder, 
and the sweet courtesies of her re­ 
fined home. 
Simon, the leper, was the father 
of Martha, Mary and Lazarus. Ac­ 
cording to Jewish law, he was ban­ 
ished from society and this civil death 
left the three children in possession of 
a very comfortable estate. Simon was 
a Pharisee, which also placed these 
three in a higher class. 
At each appearance of Martha in 
gospel history, we are given typical 
views of her character. Hospitality is 
one of her outstanding Christian vir­ 
tues. It was through this virtue, we 
see her outstanding fault. 
Wishing 
to show the utmost honor to Jesus, 
she prepared 
asumptuous feast for 
Him and in so doing 
missed His 
teachings that Mary gathered from 
his feet. Martha also had great faith 
in her Master, 
through which she 
gained the comfort of a spiritual life.

the inflam m ation is so severe as to 
confine the victim to bed for many 
days.

persons are susceptible to canker 
sores and others rarely, if ever. I 
suffer from them . 
Many believe 
the condition is due to sensitivity 
to certain foods. 
W hen the offend- ; 
ing food subsU nce is discovered 
and om itted from the diet, the sore 
disappears. 
The trouble does not 
reappear unless the offending food 
is eaten. 
Diet May Be Responsible 
O thers believe the disturbance is 
due to lack of certain vitam ins. 
W hen the diet ta deficient in foods 
carrying vitam in C, the gum s and 
mucous m em brane of the m outh be­ 
come inflam ed and susceptible to 
infections. 
Prolonged lack of the 
vitam in leads to severe bleeding 
and tenderness of th e gums. 
This 
condition 
can 
be 
prevented 
or 
overcom e by toking an abundance 
of fresh fruits and vegetables. 
The victim of canker aor© first 
notices an inflam ed spot, usually || 
located a t the base of the teeth, 
under th e tongue, or on the inner 
surface of the lips or cheeks. P ret­ 
ty soon th ere appear email blisters 
which break, leaving behind a whit 
ish patch and a painful ulcer. 
B ear in m ind th at ulcers within 
the m outh dem and im m ediate m ed­ 
ical attention. 
It Is often the only 
sign of a serious disease. 
P ersist­ 
ent ulcer th a t does not respond to 
sim ple m edication should arouse 
suspicion. 
K ssp Mouth Clean 
For sufferers from sim ple canker 
sores, I would advise careful super­ 
vision of the d ie t 
Try to deter­ 
m ine w hether you are sensitive to 
certain foods, 
include a liberal 
supply of fresh fruits and vege­ 
tables in your d ie t 
If you have 
not recently consulted your dentist, 
do so now. 
Remove all infected 
and dead teeth, have all cavities 
filled and faulty bridge work re­ 
paired. 
The m outh should be kept clean 
by antiseptic w ashes and regular 
brushing of the teeth 
The canker 
sores can be touched with a strong 
astringent every few days. 
A silver n itrate stick applied to 
th e sore is extrem ely beneficial. 
C are m ust be exercised in its use 
as it is a strong chem ics] and will 
dam age norm al tissue if unwisely 
applied.
